‘to materially ‘help in paying the running 
expenses of government. .The Republi- 
can party-has been fostered and built up 
by the big interests because it gives them 
a_high protective tariff upon the goods 
which they sell cheap abroad and rob 
everybody-on at home. The Democratic

Out of 
every dollar-of tariff tax the worker may 
possibly -get five cents, and the other 
ninety-five cents goes into the maw of 
the billionaire trusts. . 

This-is a proposition that cannot be dis- 
puted, so far as we can make out. ‘We 
have tried to look at the facts without 
prejudice. There is no sort of doubt: that 
American manufacturers will sell goods 
abroad at much lower prices than thev 
sell at home, which is unmistakable evi- 
dence that lower prices should prevail at 
home. Of course there was a time when 
tariff was a good policy; when the nation 
was weak: when its manufactories “were 
weak, but. its factories are no longer in 
need of protection when they are able to 
send goods abroad and meet foreign com- 
petition: The demand of the American 
people for a high tariff reminds ns of 


- their demands for a hell. There is no hell: 


acoording:to the. hest authorities, but peo- 
ple insist ‘thet’ there is, although this doc- 
trine is expensive and uncomfortable.’ In 
speaking of the goodness and, greatiiess of 
the.-American. people, the fact. should not 


te forgotten, that:they insist on paying 3 


‘high prices for every thing they® buy: 
They insist on a tariff policy whith en- 
riches.a few manufacturers in creating a 
tax.that the people must pay.
